DEPRAVED 'Stupidity Maketh the Man'LP 
This lot are one of the few good Briti 
sh bands around at the moment. Their f 
irst LP 'Come on Down' was great but t 
his is even better. Very tuneful with 
lots of good guitar riffs. Its medium 
to fast paced, their faster songs are 
still very melodic with not a hint of 
'tuneless thrash' to be heard unlike m 
any bands when the speed is turned on. 

BAD BRAINS 'I Against I’ LP 
A lot slower than previous Bad Brains 
stuff but none the worse for it. I sup 
pose you could describe it as tuneful 
rock music with a strong metal/punk in 
fluence. I was disappointed there was 
no reggae tracks on it as that was wha 
t made Bad Brains so distinctive, the 
mixing of hardcore with reggae. Still 
a great LP though and well worth buyin 
S- 

CAPITOL PUNISHMENT 'When Putsch Comes 
to Shove' LP 

I don't like this. This is just a poor 
imitation of Discharge. A couple of re 
asonable tracks but nothing startling 
just unoriginal thrash. I suppose if y 
ou like unoriginal thrash you'll like 
this but personally I prefer something 
a bit more tuneful and/or original. It 
s also only about 15 minutes long whic 
h just adds to its overall crapness. 

DEAD KENNEDYS 'Bedtime for Democracy' 
LP 

DK's up to their usual high standards. 
This 21 track LP is a benefit for thei 
r upcoming trial for'Distribution of h 
armful material to minors' with regard 
to a poster of a painting given free w 
ith their Frankenchrist LP. All money 
raised will go to the No More Censorsh 
ip Defence Fund. The LP comes with a v 
ery interesting and informative newspa 
per about the fanatical right wing rel 
igious groups who are campaigning for 
increased censorship in America. 


TH5 ASTRONAUTS 'Soon' LP 
I love this LP. It's quite hard to d 
describe I wouldn’t really call it p 
unk the nearest comparison I could d 
raw would probably be Gong/Hawkwind 
with punk vocals and without the wei 
rd,tuneless "Hey man I'm tripping ou 
t my head' type bits. 

POISON IDEA 'Kings of Punk' LP 
I’ve grown to dislike fast thrashy s 
tuff though I'll make an exception w 
ith this. It's really tight, well pi 
ayed, powerful hardcore. It reminds 
me a bit of early thrashy Husker Du. 

AGENT 0RANCH? 'This is the Voice' LP 
Another brilliant Enigma release. Ve 
ry melodic, it reminds me of the Cul 
t in some ways,though don't let that 
put you off! It's slow to medium pac 
ed with very little distortion on th 
e guitar and not a hint of gruffness 
on the vocals so it's not your usual 
punk LP. 

DESCENDENTS ’ Enjoy'LP 

Great stuff, everything from thrash to 
Beachboys covers .' This is one of the 
new Enigma Europe releases which i3 br 
inging over US stuff which was previou 
sly only available on import, and if t 
he releases are up to the standard of 
Enigma stuff I've heard so far then lo 
ok forwaard to a lot of great new LPs 
from across the Atlantic 

THE SAINTS 'All Fools Day' LP 
A bit of a departure from their punk 
stuff which they used to do. It's mor 
e of an R&B/rock album, which i 3 not 
exactly my favourite type of music bu 
t surprisingly I really like this. So 
me of it is similar to slower Saints 
stuff of old.

piDC 'Smoke Signals’ LP 
ll ' ve never really liked MDC as I cou

t. This LP has got a few tracks of t 
his kind though thankfully there in 
the minority. Most of the LP is made 
up of well constructed h/c with the 
remainder being rock n' roll, funk, 
instrumentals and country and wester 
n ! all of which are surprisingly go 
od.
